WASHINGTON — In a campaign 
timed for Medicare’s 30th anniversary. 
Democrats launched a wccklong attack' 
Monday on Republican plans to save $270 
billion from the health care program for 
tlic elderly. 

“The Republican cuts would cause 
SI. 000 additional cost to the average se- 
nior citizens and their family,” House 
Democratic leader Dick Cepha^t of Mis- 
souri said at a news conference with Sen- 
ate Democratic leader Tom Daschle of 
South Dakota. 

“They’re doing it not to balance the bud- 
get, riot even to fix Medicare, but to give a 
tax break to people who don't need a tax 
break.” Gephardt said. 

President Clinton takes up the attack to-, 
day at a Medicare “birthday celebration” 
event on Capitol Hill. Gephardt, Health 
Secretary Donna Shalala and other 
Democrats will attend a ceremony marking 
the anniversary of Medicare on Sunday in 
Independence, Mo., where President Lyn- 
don Johnson signed the legislation creating 
the prograpi Jdirae decades ago. 

The Dcmdcratic attacks drew a quick re- 
buttal from House Speaker Newt Gingrich. 
“They plan a week of cheap shots and nos- 
talgia,” he said of Clinton and the 
Democrats. "We're not cutting anything, 
re increasing.”

Serb move on Bihac may widen war 


SARAJEVO, Bo8nm-HeT7Cgov- 
ina (AP).~~ Hundreds of British 
and French combat troops stole 
onto a mountain high above Saraje- 
vo before dawn Monday and^ 
trained their guns oo Bosnian SertT 
fighters holding the eity under 
siege. 

But while (he Wat focused its ef- 
forts on the Bosnian capital and an- 
other eastern “safe area,” the Serbs 
closed in on the government-con- 
trolled enclave of Bihac in north- 
wat Bosnia. ' ' 

Carefully avoiding attacks on the 
U.N. “safe area” wiUiin Bihac, they 
captured 30 square tnila of territb- 
ly and sent thousands of civilians 
fleeing, U.N. ofllcials said. 

-A dispute arose Monday over 
who is authorized to order NATO 
airsirikes if the Serbs attack the 
eastern U.N. enclave of Gorazde. A 
spokesman for U.N. Secretoiy-Gcn- 
eral Boutros Boutros-Ghali said the 
U.N. chief had the final -say — a 
point disputed by State Department 


spokaman Nicholas Bums. 

NATO ambassadors also were 
unable Monday to agrM on ground 
rules for ordering airstrikes. 

About 300 British soldiers 
. slipped onto Mount Igman before 
daybreak to and secure the only 
rpad into Sarajevo — one used by 
U.N- peacekeepers to bring humani- 
tarian aid into the besieged capital. 
The aid convoys have been fired 
upon by Serb guns. 

Dubbed Task Force Alpha, it was 
the first deployment of a European 
rapid reaction force that was created 
in May to protect U.N. peacekeep- 
ers in Bosnia. The soldiers started 
digging in a dozen lOS-mm guns, 
each with a firing range of 1 1 miles. 

Another 500 French troops ar- 
rived in (he late afternoon with a 
light tank squadron. 

The soldiers were charged with 
defending peacekeepers, not the 
280,000 civilians in Sarajevo who 
ore exposed to doily shelling and 
sniping. On Monday, Serb shelling 


wounded nine people in Sarajevo, 
including a 3-year-old boy. accord- 
ing to (he Bosnian Health Mjpistiy. 

In the northwest, the United Na- 
tions said that rebel Serbs from 
Bosnia and ner^boring Croatia had. 
gained 30 square miles of territory 
during a 6-day-old ofTensive. the 
largest in months. 

The Serbs avoided targeting the 
U.N.-protected zone within the en- 
clave, suggesting they wanted to 
gain ground without risking retalia- 
tory NATO airstrikes. 

On Sunday, generals from the 
United States, Britain and France 
warned Bosnian Serb army com- 
mander Gen. Rntko MIodic ^at any 
Serb attacks on “safe areas" would 
provoke unprecedented air raids. 
The ultimatum was delivered dur- 
ing a meeting in Belgrade. 

But Monday, NATO ombos- 
sadors meeting in Brussels failed to 
agree on rules governing when to 
launch future air attacks. 

The United States wants to ditch 


the current “‘dual key” system in 
which both NATO and the United 
Nations must agree before planes 
are sent, while European )>owers 
with ^und troops in Bosnia are 
more hesitanU fearing for the safety 
of their peacekeepers. 

The Serbs took hundreds of 
Peacekeepers hostage in May fol- 
lowing NATO airstrikes on Serb 
positions. 

U.N. officials fear the Bihac ' 
fighting could touch off a much 
wider war, Croatia agreed Saturday, 
to heip the Bosnian government ’ 
protect thecnclave. 

As many its 4,000 Croatian Serb 
rebels have massed on the western 
edges of Bihac, said U.N. 
spokeswomon ■ Leah Melnick. 
Bangladeshi peacekeepers were 
forcro to abandon three positions 
during the Serb push, she said. 

Col. Jaspar Helsoe, the U.N. 
commander in Bihac, said the Unit- 
ed Notions was trying to ocebmmo- 
date thousands of refugees.

“She will be a loi\ely 
persoa for the rest of her life, 
whether it lasts as long as God 
intended it should or you decide 
it ends.” 

Jurors deliberated just 215 
hours Saturday before finding 
Ms. Smith guilty of murder.

sentencing phoke of the trial; 
Bruck promised that defense 
lawyera would not try to shift the 
focus away from the boys but 
asked the juiy to remernber (hat 
Ms. Smith is the one on trial.

' The 140,000-ton tanker Sea 
Prince ran aground Sunday and 
drifted into a national sea park, an 
archipelago of small islands off the 
coast of the southern city of 
Ycosoo. It ran aground a^ain early 
Monday, maritime officials said. 

After a series of explosions on the 
. Cyprus-registered ship, fuel oil and 
some of the 2S.6 million gallons of 
crude oil the ship carried began to 
leak into the Korea Strait. 
Television showed plumes of smoke 
rising from the ship’s stem. 

Maritime officials told the 
Yonhop news agency that a slick 
three miles in diameter was spread- 
ing rapidly, and predicted heavy 
damage to nearby fish farms. MBC 
television said a mile-wide oil band 
was reaching seashores 12 miles 
away. 

About 30 vessels rushed to the 
scene to try to contain the slick, but 
rough seas and thick fog 'hampered 
their efforts.

Scl^ol Board no-tape policy 
both arrogant and Ulegal 


If you live in Filer, and if you own 
a portable tape recorder, take it with 
you to the next Filer School Board 
meeting. 

If enough local folk do that, the 
School Board will learn two important 
lessons:- , - 

, 1. In the 1990s, recording equipment 
is cheap and readily available. 

2. The taxpaying public, not the 
School Board, owns the school district. 

Last week the board adopted an arro- 
gant policy that says the public, can’t 
tape its meetings. 

Why doesn’t the board want taxpay- 
ers to record what it says? You can 
probably guess the reason for yourself. 
Chances arc, your guess will ring truer 
than the excuse given by Supcriijtcn- 
dent Bill Feusahrens: 

Feusahrens says the reason is that 
tape recordings can be altered. .The 
board doesn’t want people having tapes 
unless the board has'a “master copy’’ of 
its own. And the school district can’t 
afford the S600 needed for proper 
equipment, he says. 

Wow. $600. That’s a pretty fancy 
tape recorder. Seems to us, the S3S 
^ony we keep in our desk drawer 
would do a good enough job. The tape 
might be a little static!^, but it would 
be OK. TTiis is not a rpek concert we’re 
'bilking about. 


Don't blame Feusahrens for the $600 
excuse. He works for the board, and he 
has to say something to defend the 
board’s indefensible decision. 

It’s not just indefensible. It’s also 
unenforceable. Feusahrens says the 
board may call in the local police if 
people try to tape the meetings. 
That should be interesting. Maybe 
somebody should call Police Chief 
Donald Barkley and get his opinion. 

. Chief, ore you willing to haul taxpay- 
' ers to jail for tape recording the School 
Board? 

In fact, neither law nor democratic 
tmdidon is on the board’s side. Simply 
put, people have a right to attend gov- 
ernment meetings. *They have a long- 
establisht^ right to take notes at (hose 
meetings, and to make audio or video 
rctiordings - provided they aren’t dis- 
ruptive. 

Legalities aside, the no-tape policy 
will add further alienation to the 
School Board’s already tenuous rela- 
tionship with local citizens. If the board 
wonts taxpayers' resp^ and approval, 
the way to win them is through frank- 
ness and accessibility - not through 
petty, illegal rules. 

The bo^ should rescind the no-tape 
policy at its next meeting, pihcrwise. it 
rruy force local taxpayers into civil dis- 
obedience. *

The jai) has asked the judge to dismiss-the 
case. 

Prisoners Scott Lee Mickelson, Brian 
Tyke Moore on'd Francisco Garza Cruz all 
were convicted in Bonneville County. and 
were sent to Burley en route to prison. 'They 
are asking for as much as $10.7 million in ' 
damages for what they Coll “cmcl and unusu- 
al punishment," in port b^use they couldn't 
have latc-nighi snacks.

- Dennis Dexter, odm'instrator of Mipi- 
Cassia’s jail, said the jail has been advised to 
evaluate its nutritional program to help avoid 
future lawsuits. Idaho Counties Risk 
Management Program, which insures both 
Minidoka and Cassia coimtics, h^ suggested 
bringing in a dietician, he said. 

The jail feeds prisoners an average of 
2,800 calories a day, Dexter said. Most pris- 
oners probably will be eating less ifa dieti- 
cian comes in, he predicted, since he said it is 
typicol for a prisoner to gain weight in'thc 
jari. . 

Prisoners receive heaping helpings, and 
quantities could be reduced to' fit neatly in . 
the sectioned cafeteria trays, Dexter said. 
Dexter recalled One prisoner who gained 40 
^pounds during a four- to five-month jail stay. . 

Other charges by the prisoners include.,a 
complaint that the one hour a day they were 
allowed to visit the law library wasir’t 
enough. The prisoners olso say that they 
should not have been jailed in Burley, 
because their families and attorneys fao^ the 
burden of traveling 200 miles round trip for 
visits. 

Dexter said it's not uncommon to .house 
inmates from another ogency, due to bed 
shortages across the state.

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Amid 
growing pressure for resumed 
dumping of radioactive waste at the 
Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratoo'i exp^ and waste critics 
’ are again sparring over just what 
kind of hazard dumping presents. 

The big mystery is' whether the 
water will be safe since INEL sits 
atop the Snake River Plain Aquifer, 
thought to be the second-largest 
underground water system in 
America. It supplies, much of the- 
water for southern Idaho. v ' 

Experts' say there is little chance 
the aquifer wiirhe contaminated, - 
-and even less of a threat to humans. 
But they readily admit there are no 
absolutes. 

In the. 38 years since the govern- 
ment began shipping spent nuclear 
fuel to the INEL, just one leak bos 
been reported from a storage pools. 
It occurred at the Naval Reactors 
Faoility in>1992, but monitoring 
wells around the pool detected no^ 
increase in radiation in nea^y soil. 

Both sides even agree that current 
storage technology, designed and 
used flawlessly, can contain the 
waste hazard for now, but their 
agreement ends if repeated fedeml 
promi^s to establish a permanent 
dump,never materialize and INEL 
becaffse the de facto permanent 


repository state offlcials are vehe- 
mently, opposed to. 

Dry storage is considered the 
safest method, but the casks for that 
are not even on.the drawing board 
..yet. Federal offlcials say they hope 
to have .a design by 1998. But until 
then near-term storage — including 
any new'waste federal officials may 
get authorization to bring to Idr^o 
— • would require use of the' pools. 

And that alarms many people who 
fear the posslbili^ that a iorg)^ earth- 
quake could hit the strike, crock a 
storage pool and change the entire 
equation. 

The federal government contends 
that the Snake River Plain can 
absortj^e shock of an earthqu^e- 
becausV^it sifS‘nr-an inierspeised 
series of lava and sand layers that 
theoretically would deaden any seis- 
mic activity. 

But the state's oversight program 
found evidence that the INFL is in a 
high-hazard earthquake zone even 
though it has not been hit hard yet. 
And Jim Zpllweg, a Boise .State 
University' geologist hired by the 
state, said no tests have proven the 
shock-absorber theory. The site itself, 
has never been the origin of an earth- 
quake larger than 2.5 on the Richter 
scale, and experts expect no structural 
damage below 5,5, 


Three ihajor faults- rtEet near 
INEL's northern boundary, howev- 
er, and one caused the 1983 Borah 
Peak earthquake, a 7.3 on the 
Richter scale and one i$f the five 
biggest quakes in the contiguous 
states since 1950. Tliat quake did hot 
cause structural damage at the 
INEL. 

Even so, INEL scientists ran tests 
to determine what would happen if 
cohtamiruted storage water ud leak 
and found that after a year 90 per- 
cent of their test contominants-clung 
to soil and stayed within a foot of' 
thcsiirfacei , ; 

Some isotopes, ’'like-tritiumi are ' 
known to move more freely with 
groundwater. But the test showed 
similar contaminants were blocked 
by an -impenetrable layer 110 feet 
underground, well above the aquifer 
several hundred feet below the sur- ■ 
face. ' 

' In addition, another recent U.S. 
Geological Survey study found it 
takes at least 150 years for water 
starting under INEL to discharge 
into the Snake River. 

And The state oversight program 
reports that many of the most harm- 
ful, short-lived isotopes likely would 
emit safe or undetectable levels of 
radiation by the time they got that 
far. .

Low power prices push profits Bond buying boosts WaU Stheet

BOISE (AP) — A cool spring 
. and low regional electricity prices 
resulted in only a modest increase 
in net second quarter income for 
Idaho Power Co., the state’s 
largest electric utility reported 
—Monday; ^ 

The company said profits dur- 
ing the April-Junc quarter totaled 
SIS. 6 million, or 41 cents per 
share of common stock. That 
compared to S1S.2 million a year 

Revenues totaled S130.3 mil- 
lion, up $1.7 million from spring 
1994. 

Residential customers paid 
S41.4 million for power during 
the three-month period, up $5.9 
million from a year earlier, but 
company officials said, the 
increase was attributed to higher 
rales that took effect last winter. 

The number of new customers 


being added to the system so far 
this year was lagging the dramatic 
growth dfprcviouVycars. 

“We’re starting, to see the 
effects of an economy that is 
beginning to cool down and leVel 
off," Idaho~Po\vcr'Chnirmnn‘ 
Joseph Marshall said in a state- 
ment. 

"Thc.Idilho economy continues 
to grow at a healthy pace; but 
nonagricultural employment

Study, finds record shortage 
of affordable housing 


^ The Associated Press 

; WASHINGTOI^ ' — • An 
.unprecedented lock of aRbrdabIc 
iJiousing is forcing many poor fami- 
.lies to spend at least half their 
, incomes on rent, according to a 
■ study Monday by a liberal research 
I and advocacy group. 

I The report, by the Center on 
Budget and Policy Priorities, found 
that there were nearly two low* 
inc.ome renters in 1993 for every 
low-rent house ora^rtment. 

According to the research group, 
which based its study on 1993 
Census. Bureau data, there were 
11.2 million low-income renters in 
1993 but just 6.5 million low-rent 
units, including subsidized hous- 
ing, resulting in a shortage of 4.7 
million homes or apartments, the 
widest gap on record. 

By comiJnrison,‘'in 1970 there 
were 6.5 million renter households 
and -7.4 million low-rent units, a 
surplus 'of 900,000. 

The study said the housing 
shortage comes at a.time of grow- 
ing poverty, rising' maintenance 
and utility costs, and a decreasing 
number of.low-rent homes due in 
part to gcnTriflcation of some 
neighborhoods and the abandon- 
: ment of run-down houses in others. 

' “It’s less and less profitable for 
.landlords to maintain and' run 
housing that’s affordable to'low- 


income people,’’ said. Ed Lazere, 

- the- reporCs author. ^ 

Housing is considered affordable 
for a low-incofne family under fed- 
eral standards if it consumes no 
more than. 30 percent of household 
income, the center said. 

In 1993, the study’s findings 
suggest, four out of five poor ' 
renters paid more than 30 percent- 
of their income for housing, and 
three out of five, or 4.1 million, 
spent at least half their incomes on 
housing. 

Lazm said the typical non-poor 
family spends 20 percent of its 
income on housing. 

The report defines low-income 
renters as those with incomes of 
$12,000 or less in 1993, roughly 
cqi^ to the poverty line foi'a family - 
of three. Low-rent units are those 
with rent and utility'costs totalling 
no more than $300 a month, or 30 
percent of a $12,000 annual income. 

Robert Rector, a welfare expert 
with the conservative Heritage 
Foundation, discounted the study's 
findings, saying the ^researchers do 
not 'count almost all' welfare bene- 
fits and a “tremendous amount" of 
money earned from the under- 
ground economy when calculadng 
family tncorrie. 

Rector said it's not surprising, 
then, that a poor family’s rent 
oippears high, as a percentage of 
income.

Analysts estimated that the total 
costs for Gannett — including trans- 
action fees and the debt it is assum- 
ing — oould' eventually total $2.4 
billion. 

Gannett reportedly beat out a 
group of other interested parties 
-such as the RetirementiSystcms of 
Alabama, a group tha^ includes NBC 
and the buyout firm Kelso 3t Co. 

The size of Ganneti’s bid sur- 
prised analysis, and was clei^ly at 
the high side of predictions. Still, 
some analysts estimated the compa- 
ny could have fetched more than S2 
billion if it had been broken up and 
sold in pieces. 

The most prized assets Gannett 
gains are five network-aflliiatcd TV 
stations in St. Louis, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Knoxville and Macon, 
Go., as well as two radio stations. 


Gonnett already operates 10 televi- 
sion stations and 1 1 radio stations. 
Adding the Multimedia stations will 
mean Gannett TV stations will cover 
about 14 {KKcnt of tlic nation. 

In addition, Gannett gains II daily 
and 49 non-daily newspapers, many 
of them in the fast-growing 
Southeast. Some of the markets 
include Asheville, N.C„ Greenville, 
S.C., and Montgomery, Ain. Gannett 
already has 82 daily newspapers 
nationwide, including USA Today. 

Gannett also is entering the cable 
business for the first tirfle in acquir- 
ing Multimedia, gaining 450,000 
subscribers in Oklahoma, North 
Carolina and and Kansas. 

The question is whether Gannett, 
based in Arlington, Va., will stay in 
either the cable television or the 
television syndication business. 

Multimedia’s cable operations 
generated about $53 million in profit 
last year. But small- and mid-sized 
cable operations are increasingly 
selling to larger ones such as Time 
Worner Jnc. and Tele-, 
Communcalions Inc., which are 
building massive cable “clusters" 
that can opemte more efllciently and 
which hold more clout on program- 
ming and advertising issues than 
smaller cable concerns. 

Analysts estimate that the compa- 
ny might fetch $750 million for 
Multimedia’s cable operations, 
which could help pay the acquisi- 
tions costs and pay down debt.

West led his top heart and East 
played his ace followed by the 
(]ucch. South wisely refused to 
win and Elast.was forced to shift to 
another .suit. He chose spades 
over clubs, but it didn’t matter. 
South won East’s return, lost to 
the diamond king and chalked up 
an overtrick. ' 

What more could East have 
done? West argued that East 
should insert the heart queen at 
trick one instead of unblocking his 
ace. Unless South is looking at all 
four hands, he will win his king 
and hope for the diamond fmesse 
to win. He cannot anord to duck 
and risk a heart return by. East, 
losing the first five tricks'when 
West's suit is A-J-10-9-5. After 
South takes East’s queen with his 
king, he leads a spade to dummy's 
king to try' the diamond finesse 
and West ducks routinely. Thc4il- 
tempt is repeated and East Jetti- 
sons the ace of hearts! Now 
West’s suit is established and 
South cannot bring his toCSl to 
nine winners. 

So it's West who wins the argu- 
ment? With today’s layout, yes. 
However, had West held the heart 
king instead of the diamond king,

Tortabull and the latest unfounded 
Steve Howe drug nunors. 

' -There hasn’t been this much tur- 
moil and tumult at Yankee Stadium 
since the late 1970s and early 1980s. 
It's similar to Dave Winfield- being 
run out of Town, Billy Martin punch-- 
ing a marshmallow salesman and 
Reggie Jackson trying .to punch 
Martin. 

The controversy, paranoia and 
sniping is going full tilt. Tabloid 
headline writers arc having a dream 
season and fans can soak up the 
daily Yankees soap opera before 
they check the standings. 

And despite oil the intrigue, the 
Yankees have won five straight and 
are within SH games of first-place 
Boston in the AL East. 

The post week has been a boon to 
those starved for controversy. The 
trouble began last Tuesday when 
McDowell was booed when he 
vralked off the mound as New Yori^ . 
lost both ends of a doubtcKeader 
against Chicago.

Hurt by 
the trade, the two-sport celebri- 
ty initially hinted that he might 
give up baseball and concen- 
trate full-time on football. 

But with a new Giants cap, 
covering his braided hair, 
Sanders pronounced himself 
ready to play.
